The Trend to Bureaucracy 


IN THOSE ‘Halycon days’ prior to 1914 which are 
alleged by some to have ~ been like the 
‘Golden Age of Imperial Rome, people knew little 
or nothing of those gqvernment agencies, adminis- 
trative boards, which today govern our affairs to a 
large extent. The reason was of course that few 
if any of them existed at that time. Those were 
the days when the Industrial Revolution had as_ yet 
run into no great snags, when there was still a great 
world frontier, the Western U.S.A. and Canada, and 
there seemed to be no need for close supervision of 
private transactions and dealings by government. 
The war with its problems and aftermath, and the 
closing of the frontiers, necessitated a creation of 
these agencies almost without number in England 
and to a lesser extent but in great volume in Canada 
also, In Alberta as in the other provinces of the 
Dominion, government boards function merrily, In 
most cases the subject must bend with what grace 
he can to the will of the civil servant. In the majority 
of cases no recourse is to be had to those institu- 
tions which for centuries have guarded the subject's 
liberty, namély the Courts of Justice. With a new 
war upon us and well realizing that the boards will 
again burst forth from the Legislative chambers in 
new and increasing numbers, it behooves us to look 
to our ancient liberties’ and forget not that overlord- 
ship by the civil servant with no access to the Courts 
is a system somewhat akin to totalitarianism. An 
eagle eye should be kept on these new creations 
lest we eventually become mere puppets for the 
civil servant to-move hither and yon as the pleas- 
ure of the board for which he acts directs. 


WITH THE AID Of King Winter at his best, the 
Finns. seem Rut Nigh shy aa aaa and 
more than he has asked for in lifting his great paw 
to strike’ them down.
